He Congratulates the Assembly of Ameri- 
ca’s Glorious Past and Future. 
Vice-President Adlai E. Stevenson spoke as 


follows: 

I am confident at no time or place have human 
eyes beheld a grander assemblage. This is Amer- 
ica’s day. Under the auspices of the great Ex- 
position other days have been set apart to com- 
memorate marked events in history. The in- 
dividual States of the Union and the nations of the 
earth—each and all, wisely too—have had a spe- 
cial day assigned them. In the great congresses 
which have here assembled representatives of 
all lands and of all pathways of human en- 
deavor have been gathered. Science, agriculture, 
and the arts have not been forgotten. All whe 
toil with hand or brain, no matter whence they 
come or what they bring, have been welcomed to 
the great Exposition. Whoever could add to the 
sum of human learning or lessen the sum of 
human woes has been and as a thrice welcome 
guest. 

But this, our day, comes unheralded by edict 
or proclamation. For more than 100 years it has 
been the day of days of America. Today we do 
honor to the memory of the signers of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. These ceremonies, 
this coming together of the people, notes the an- 
niversary of the birth of our republic. 

Prophet as well as patriot, John Adams ex- 
claimed: “We shall make this a glorious, an 
immortal day. Our children will celebrate it 
with roar of cannon, with martial music, with 
songs of thanksgiving, and with shouts of joy.”

For four hours last night crowds b eC 
the gates of the tion lines lead 
from the World’s, Fair grounds, Cro’ 
and crushed, pulled and hauled about, they 
almost fought for a chance to get on a train 
where, undergoing the same discomforts, 
might bestarted on their homeward journey. 
was after midnight when the last of the crowd 
got outside the Fair grounds, and at least 500 
people were then still on the platforms of the 
railroads, but the rush was over,and the passen- 
gers were handled rapidly. It was a great 
one while it lasted, surpassing anything of 


the kind expected; each road and boat got its 


share both of passengers and execration for 
poor service. Meanwhile down-town the rugh 
was net over, but crowds on the street cars 
continued long after 1 o’clock. | 

It was when the crowds first to start 
for home that the trouble came. Illinois 
Central withstood the rush for a few minutes 
and in those few minutes disposed of about 
2,500 people, but after that the trains were 
started more and more slowly and a crowd of 
10,000 strong gathered under the shed of the 
Terminal Station. 

As for the elevated road it was swamped, 
overwhelmed, snowed under, and crowded up. 
The people crowded the gates and the plat- 
form until the timbers bent under the weight. 
This alarmed the company’s employés 
and three of these climbed onto the roofs of 


the ticket sellers’ booths. After awhile they 


managed to obtain silence from the crowd 
and piteously begged the people to go to the 
Madison ‘avenue station, or to the Illinois 
Central, or to the lake, or to the cable cars, 
or to anything except to go up on that plat- 
form. 

There was a bewildering jam on the stairs 
and the people could neither go up nor come 
down. So great was the pressure that eight 
women fainted and had to be taken away in 
the ambulance chairs. Finally. the ticket 
sellers refused to sell any more tickets until 
the crowd on the platform had been relieved. 
An officer of the road who was present ad- 
mitted that the Alley L' road was powerless 
to handle a crowd — such magnitude. 


How the People Got Under Way. 


The people began to move at 8:80 o’clock, 

and from that time on until after midnight 
continual streams of humanity poured out 
from the plazas surrounding the Grand 
Basin, from the roof of Manufactures Build- 
ing, from the Lake-Front, down the broad 
avenues toward the Terminal Station and the 
various exits. Evidently the crowd was com- 
posed principally of people who had been 
down to the grounds on other special 
days, knew the trouble incident 
late start for home, 
started home early. 
Terminal Station and found it at ail congested 
they went on to the other exits. Those who 
were among the first to go met the late arri- 
vals just coming to the park, but by 9 o’clock 
the masses were all bound homeward. Fully 
1,000 people a minute were . the 
broad avenues north of Mines and Electricity 
Buildings at 9:30 o’clock. 

When the crowd arrived at the Terminal 
Station difficulty was experienced at the ticket 
windows. The masses did not take 
the precaution to recure return 
tickets and all rushed for the 
first window. By 10 o’clock a large crowd 
had gathered, and a throng was before each 
of the windows. At that time it took a person 
fifteen er to push his way through the 
mass, five minutes more to be taken 
to reach the platform, Trains were running 
in and r out constantly, and by the time, 
a train stopped it was filled by the home- 
goers. They quickly pulled out order to 
give other trains a -chance.

ardly made an impression on the crowd, 


The Trains Run Slowly. 


When once they did get started the trains 
were compelled to run slowly. At Sixty-third 
street at 10:30 the platform was packed and 
the crowd extended far down. The trains did 
not stop there, as they were already filled to 
overflowing. Fully 5,000 people were massed 
at this station at that time and a few minutes 
later when the Sixtieth street station Was 
reached it was found that it was as bad as the 
other. The platform was jammed, the crowd 
extending far down Sixtieth and Pifty-ninth 
streets, while all the suburban trains were 
filled to overflowing and the platforms at the 
stations were a surging mass. The trains 
pulled 3 here also and the people on the 
platform led in vain for the — to 
stop. * 

From Sistieth street station in to Van 
Buren street the run is usually made without 
a stop and takes less than fifteen minutes, but 
last night many stops were made on account of 
the trains and the trip took thirty-five minutes 
from that point. sn 

One of the singular things was that so many 
people seemed to insist on going home by the 
Alley L.“ At 10 o’cloeck there was a fear- 
fuljam. The crowd in the Terminal Station 
was as nothing compared with the mass of 
humanity that surged back and forth ofi the 
plaza near the Alley Elevated ticket offices. 
There were too few ticket sellers here and the 
crowd had not been fortunate enough to pro- 
cure tickets in advance. 

At the steambeat landing the crowd was 
nearly as oes 4 congested as at the terminal 
and Alley L' stations. Every boat was 
quickly filled as it came up to pier and 
still a la crowd remained on the piers. 
Every compartment was packed, while thou- 
sands were clamoring at the turnstiles waiting 
their turn to get through and be penned in 
awaiting the arrival of boats. As in all other 
cases, the crowd was an American one, and 
took the situation with the best grace possi- 
ble, and laughed and joked with each other 
even them their positions were not the most 
comfortable. Fortunately a brisk breeze was 
blowing from the lake which partially cooled 
the people and prevented many women from 
fainting from the heat. Every boat was 
crowded to the utmost, but the service was 
hardly adequate.

North Sides and took a bee line 
for the néarest points where they could 
get cars. The Adams street cars were running 
every two or three minutes, and all were 
crowded to overflowing, and so were the other 
cross lines. 

Few people, comparatively speaking, came 
on the South Side cable trains. During all 
the rush there were apparently more people 
going south on the State street cars than 
north. On Wabash avenue the trains were 
running so frequently that often four, averag- 
ing three cars to the train, were in a single 
block, All were fairly filled, but none were 
crowded. No oné was to be seen standing. 

By midnight the Illinois’ Central got its 
yards cleared and was able by using all its 
elevated platform space to unload from two 
to five of its World's Fair trains at a time. 
For this purpose phe outgoing trains to Jack- 
son Park were stopped and the yards-cleared 
as far up as Lake street. Both sides of the 
regular platform were used, and in addition 
to this trains were switched at Park row on 
to the track generally used by outgoing trains. 

Railroad officials estimated the unloading 
facilities of the Illinois Central at this crisis 
at 60,000 . an hour. 

The regular suburban trains were jammed 
and unloaded their passengers at the old Van 
Buren street depot. The passengers made 
their way across the lawn to the streets and 
the trains were massed in the Lake strget ter- 
minal. The suburban trains ran no extras. 
At the Van Buren Street Depot from 12 
o’clock on all incomingjtrains were delayed, 
resulting ina blockade of trains as far as 
Twelfth street. The trainmen gave up all 
hope of remedying the difficulty, and after 
12:30 o'clock unloaded the trains on the

CRUSH ON THE ALLEY ELEVATED ROAD 


Traditional Sardine Box Palls in Compari- 
son with the Packed Cars. 

The Alley L“ trains came into Congress 
street loaded as never before since the road 
was opened. People were packed into the 
aisles and upon the platforms until the cars 
resembled the traditional sardine boxes. The 
crush at the World's Fair terminal began be- 
fore 9 o’clock. One active young man who 
was caught in it said that it took him thirty 
minutes to force his way to the turnstiles. 

Thousands of people who beheld the jam at 
that station walked up Sixty-third street to 
the Madison avenue, Cottage Grove avenue, 
and even the Sixty-first street station in hope 
of being able to the trains there.

All were loaded to 
their utmost capacity until 3 o’clock. 

The down town restaurants and lunch 
counters did a land office business and were 
unable to take care of more than’ half their 
customers. The cabmen hada rich harvest 
and didn’t forget how to charge. A woman 
stood in the middle of a large crowd at Madi- 
son and La Salle streetsand cried like a child. 
She had a young baby in her arms. 

The cross-town horse cars were packed 1s if 
with ants, and people walked as far west as 
the river to get on the cars ride down- 
town and then back to the West Side. Thou- 
sands walked home and thousands more gave 
up and sat down resignedly to wait for some-

S. R. Keough, Vice-President of the North 
Side Improvement club, was down-town at 
1:45 o’clock this morning and said that he 
would call a meeting today to compel Presi- 
dent Yerkes to furnish better transportation.

Some trains, particuliirly on Milwaukee ave- 
nue, went around the loop witha few seats 
vacant. Extra trains were puton,so that 
they ran not more than a block apart. There 
were no delays. 

North Side cable trains were running with 
light loads up to about 11 o’clock. Then the 
seats began to fill up at Dearborn and Monroe 
streets, but even then the trains were not so 
crowded as is usual in the evening. By 11:30 
the rush from the Fair grounds n to be 
more noticeable. From this time until after 
midnight trains passed Madison street with 
all seats filled and many hanging on to the 
steps and standing in the aisles. | But the 
crowd was well handled.

Otto Jirsa Loses a Stock of Fireworks and 


Tenants Lose Their Furniture. 

A stock of fireworks in Otto Jirsa’s store, 
Nos. 1109-1113 West Harrison street, became 
ignited yesterday afternoon at 1:80 o'clock, 
and the blaze which followed caused a loss of 
$10,000. The building is occupied' by a num- 
ber of families, most of whom lose their en- 
tire effects. Otto Jirsa occupies the first floor 
as a general store, and had a large supply of 
fireworks on hand. A stand had been erected 
in front of the store, Khich was heavily laden 
with fireworks. A number of .boys were 
shooting cannon crackers im front of the 
stand and a spark from one of these flew 
among the fireworks. An explosion followed 
immediately, and soon the entire stock was

The large plate glass window was broken 
and exploding rockets and firecrackers found 
lodgment inside the store and among the 
stock of dry goods.

OVER-ZEALOUS PATRIOTS AND THEIR

William Katelle Fatally Injured by an 
Explosion of Gunpowder Which Dis- 
figures His Brother and the Hansen Boys 
Michael O'Shaughnessy Gets Out His 
Old Army Pistol and Receives a Charge 
of Buckshot in His Face«One Joker Is 
Paid Back<Those Injured. 

Two pounds of gunpowder was accidentally 
exploded last night, and four young boys 
were seriously burned. One of them will die. 
Charles Hansen, 15 years of age, and his 13- 
year-old brother Andrew, No. 445 Springfield 
avenue, with William Katelle, 13 years old, 
and his brother Henry, 19 years old, No. 459 
Harding ‘avenue, had been spending 
the evening at Hammond and Chicago 
avenues, exploding giant firecrackers and 
setting off skyrockets and roman candles, Asa 
climax to the evening’s sport they had laid 
aside a can of powder, with which they ex- 
pected to load a toy cannon. About 10:30 
the cannon was brought out and the powder 
can opened, There were still a few firecrack- 
ers to be exploded, and while Charles Hansen 
and his brother were arranging the cannon the 
Katelle boys were lighting them and throwing 
them into the air. 

Suddenly a spark fell into the can of pow- 
der, there was a blinding flash, and all four of 
the boys were thrown to the * They 
were dazed by the shock, which was a severe 
one, and each was so near the powder at the 
time that he was burned by the Kash. 

Charles Hansen’s face, neck, and hands 
were blistered, while great patches of the 
flesh on his bro ther 0 fh ace were burned off. 
Henry Katelle was the most fortunate of 
four. He sustained slight burns about the 
hands and face. His brother William will 
die. He was facing the powder when it ex- 
ploded, and it is thought that he inhaled some 
of the poisonous gases. burns. too, were 
of a serious nature. His clothing was 
burned from his chest, his 
hands, face, throat were badly 
scorched. boys were all removed 
to their respective homes, and Drs.

HUGHES. PARDONED BY GOV. FLOWER. 


The Labor Léader to Be Released After 
Five Months“ Imprisonment. 

Rocuester, N. I., July 4.—[Special.}— 
James Hughes of Chicago, the ex-Master 
Workman of District Assembly 231, Knights 
of Labor of this city, who has been sentenced 
to one year in the Monroe County Prison, and 
for whose release the labor assemblies of the 
State have been working earnestly, will be- 
come a free man tomorrow, Gov. Flower 
has granted a pardon tio the convicted labor 
leader and it will be executed in the morning. 
Hughes’ conviction grew outof the trouble 
between the Rochester clothing manufactur- 
ers and their employés in 1890. Several 
firms were forced to pay to theorder of Master 


‘Workman Hughes sums ranging from $1,000 


to $2,000 each toavoid a boycott. At last the 
employers united and March 7, 1891, locked 
out all their cutters. In June of the same 
year Hughes was indicted for extortion in 
connection with the trouble; was convicted, 
and sentenced to one year’s imprisonment. 
An appeal to the general term resulted in a 
confirmation of the conviction, The case was 
then curried to the Court ef Appeals, but be- 
fore it was argued Feb, -6 last Hughes 
came to Rochester and 0 that he 
was prepared to serve ‘his sentence. For 
five months he has been an inmate of 
the penitentiary.. He has worked as a cloth- 
ing cutter, and never caused the officials any 
trouble, Feb. 20 Master Workinan Wright 
of the Garment Cutters’ Union declared off 
the boycott which had been standing against 
Rochester clothing ever since the lockout, 
and from that time efforts to obtain Hughes’ 
release had been unceasing. 


MRS. PHILOMENA PAMBANO KILLED. 


Her Son-in-Law, Joe Ienn, Stabs Her Dur- 
ing a Savage Quarrel. 

Mrs. Philomena Pambano, a widow 50 
years of age. was fatally stabbed last night by 
her son-in-law, Joe Ienn, who lived with her 
son Tony Phumbo, in three small rooms in 
the third flat of No. 73 West Indiana street. 

The family of three had spent the day in 
drinking, and it is said that all parties were 
drunk when the fatal row began. Joe 
Ienn quarreled with the mother and son, and 
attacked them witha knife.

New York, July 4.—({Special.]—Contrary to 

rumors which have been freely circulated to the 

effect that Lamplighter would be sent West, he

There was a big attendafice yesterday at the 
World’s Fair in spite of threatening skies 
Very many vis- 


being undeterred by weather considerations 
which only cropped up on the way thither, 
and it is probable the crowd from the city 
would have been nearly twice as large but for 
the fear of rain. Yet, to judge from the way 
in which street cars and railroad trains were 
loaded down with humanity going to the Fair, 
from an early hour in the day till near its 
close, one might have supposed the grounds 
and buildings would have been full to running 
over. As it was large portions of the vast 
space literally were packed with men and 
women, not a few of whom were accompanied 
by the little ones of the family. 

A monster audience, filling every inch of 
room in the immense plaza stretching west 
from the Adminstration Building, waited 
patiently for the delayed appearance of Vice- 
President Stevenson, Mayor Harrison, and 
the other notables who came in procession 
from the city, being welcomed at the northern 
entrance to the Park by the host of American 
exhibiters at the Fair. Mrs. Perry Stafford, 
the owner of the flag under which Paul Jones 
sailéd by authority of Congress, was in the 
procession and proudly carried the trophy to 
the platform, resisting the gallant effort of 
the Mayor to relieve her of the burden. The 
gavel wielded by Director-General Davis, who 
presided, was made from the old Washington 
dim tree at Cambridge, Mass. 

The speeches, reported in another column, 
were full of patriotic utterances, and the more 
salient passages were enthusiastically cheered 
in spite of the light rain which began to 
sprinkle at an early stage in the proceedings. 
The unfurling of the fags at noon was accom- 
panied by a display of the sword of Gen. 
Jackson and the lowerthg of the Union Jack 
on an adjacent building. The reading of the 
Declaration of Independence near the close 
was listened to with the most respectful at- 
tention, and the singing, led by S. G. Pratt, 
was successful, the vast audience keeping 
time as perfectly as could be expected in the 
choruses to the national songs and in the dox- 
ology. The exercises closed appropriately 
with Home, Sweet Homie,” by the band, 
though very few of the assemblage accepted 
itas an invitation to leave the Fair. 

More than a dozen different concerts were 
in progress during the afternoon, including 
one by the Exposition Orchestra in Festival 
Hall, There was another patriotic assem- 
blage in the Grand Court at 6 o’clock, and 
then came the glories of the night. In the 
buildings many of the American exhibiters 
had draped their displays with bunting and 
the government buildings were decorated 
elaborately, but comparatively few made 
tours of inspection through the structures, for 
which reason much of the decorative effect 
was not appreciated properly. The crowds 
that visited the park yesterday went there 
rather to listen to the speeches and the music, 
to lounge about the grounds, sail on the 
waters, ahd in other ways enjoy themselves 
without incurring the mental fatigue inci- 
dent to examination of the millions 
of objects placed in the buildings. 
And they did enjoy themselves, all 
the moro so as there was none of the oppres- 
sive heat which often accompanies the Glori- 
ous Fourth in city and country and too often 
makes copious perspiration on that day co- 
incident with patriotism if not synonymous 
with it.. There was not enough of rain to hurt 
anybody, and apart from the surroundings 
the day was as enjoyable as any Fourth” in 
our history. To the hundreds of thousands 
who visited the Fair it will be one loug to be 
remembered as marking an epoch in their 
lives, an occasion when the celebration of the 
national anniversary was effected amid scenes 
commemorative of the lapse of four centuries 
since the discovery of the New World and at 
the focal point of the development achieved 
during those 400 years in the land to which 
Columbus led the way. 


FOURTH OF JULY ON MIDWAY PLAISANCE 

It was a unique spectacle which the Midway 
Plaisance presented to Fourth of July sight- 
seers yesterday—a spectacle which never before 
was and never again may be seen in this coun- 
try. The queer people of the plaisance had 
their own celebration. The avenue was deco- 
rated with @ continuous row of stredmers, 
flags, and lanterns on each side, and every 
turret, dome, and minaret was gay with little 
streamers. The German Village was festooned 
with oak leaves. The quiet Lapland Village 
was patriotic in a cosmopolitan way, as it 
fiew all sorts of flags. The Dahomey Village 
wasina fervor of patriotism. What slight 
raiment its warriors and amazons wore was 
of red, white, and blue, and those who were 
more patriotic than the rest added to their 
star-spangled breech-clouts profuse head dec- 
orations of show cards. All along the 
plaisance, indeed, during the early morning 
hours there were signs of coming pageantry. 
About noon a long cavalcade of Bedouins, the 
Wild East Show, mounted on camels and 
spirited horses, gayly caparisoned, moved 
towards the west end of the plaisance. They 
were followed shortly by a procession of 
Turks with the star and crescent intermingled 


brought to an abrupt close. It was witnessed 
by an immense throng of people, and as a 
spectacle was unique. Such a Fourth of July 
has not been celebrated in this country since 
it achieved its independence, and such a con- 
grégation of strange nationalities may never 
get together dgain on the liberty anniversary. 
It was one of the rate spectacles of the annex 
to the great White City and long will be re- 
membered by those who witnessed a celebra- 
tion of the day in which Americans were not 
the participants except as curious on-lookers. 
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THINKING ONLY OF THEMSELVES. 

At the meeting of the National Commission 
Monday Commissioner Ewing of this State 
and city offered a resolution recommending 
to the directors that they lower the Sunday 
price of admission to 25 cents for adults, 
children under 12 to be admittéd free. In 
support of this he said: : 

In a city of nearly 2,000, 000 people and the 
sutrounding country there should be many to 
whom the advantage of a 25-cent admission 
would appeal. There are thousands of poor who 
can’t pay 50 cents to see the Fair and to bring 
their children. It is right for the commission to 
adopt this as a recommendation to the authori- 
ties in charge. Letit be known that we would 
widen the scope of the influence of the Fair by 
making it possible for poor people to see it. 

It has never been denied that there are 
thousands of persons who could not pay 50 
cents to go to the Fair were it a hundred times 
better than it is but who could and would pay 
25 cents if there were a day set apart on 
which they could go in on such terms, Yet 
the commission declined to make the recom- 
mendation. All those who are opposed to 
Sunday opening voted’ against it on the 
ground that it would be a quasi-indorsement 
of what in spite of the decision of the Chief 
Justice they call an illegal act. Others op- 
posed it»on the pretense that to lower the 
price of admission one-half Sundays would be 
„to make a class distinction and a paupers’ 
day of Sunday.“ These same individuals 
would stop, if they could, the odious custom 
of theaters asking pauper rates for gallery 
seats and of railroads in providing second 
class fares for pauper passengers. 

. Those who were opposed to the resolution, 
which, as has been stated, was nothing more 
than a suggestion to the directors which the 
latter would not have been obliged to act on, 
laid it on the table by a vote of 35 to 5, and 
then these same Commissioners, after hav- 
ing disapproved of a proposition to reduce the 
rates one-hulf for the benefit of citizens of 
Chicago who cannot pay 50 cents, devoted 
themselves with energy to securing freé ad- 
mission for the members of a certain favored 
class who can pay but do not want to, These 
gentlemen who want no “ class distinctions ”’ 
and no “pauper days” insist that they must 
| have free passes for their wives and other 
members of their families, though these Com- 
missioners are amply able to pay for them 
and ought to be ashamed to become beggars. 

Why should not Commissioners be satisfied 
with free passes for themselves? They are en- 
titled to them, though it would be a gracious 
act, as they claim to be anxious for the finan- 
cial sucdess of the Fair, for them to pay when- 
ever they goin. There is no reason whatever 
why their sisters, their cousins, and their aunts 
should be converted into deadheads and the 


ought to pay. It is small business to ask for 
free admission for them. especially when the 
demand comes on the heels of a refusal to do 
anything for the ‘poorer citizens of a city 
which voted to tax 1tself to give five millions 
to the Exposition. 

These well-to-do Commissioners think it a 
hardship to have to pay 50 cents for the ad- 
mission of their wives. It ought to occur to 
them that it is much more of a hardship for a 
poor workingman, taxed indirectly to pay the 
interest on bonds issued to aid a Fair he can- 
not see, to pay 50 cents for the admission of 
his wife. It is not likely that he will be grati- 
fied when he learns of this class discrimina- 
tion,’’ nor will the people as a whole be pleased 
with it. They would rather see the Commis. 
sioners working for the Fair than spending 
their time in begging for passes. 


SECRETARY MORTON'S “ COMPROMISE.” 
Hof. J. 8. Morton, Secretary of Agricult- 
ure, says he hopes for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law, but sees no objection to a repeal of 
the 10 per cent tax on State bank circulation 
as a compromise with those who want more 
currency. He thinks the farmers are begin- 
ning to realize that they are being required to 
exchange products produced at the cost of 
great labor for products costing less labor 
and possessing, therefore, less intrinsic value 
If this means anything it means that Secre: 
tary Morton is in favor of making money so 
cheap that the farmer will be able to sell a 
stated quantity of produce for a greater num- 
ber of dollars than he now gets for the prop- 
erty. But it is difficult. to see how this would 
benefit him in effecting the exchange for 
things produced by other people, since the 
new kind of money must be cheaper for. buy- 
ing as well as cheaper for selling. Suppose 
money were made so much cheaper that the 
farmer would get $3 for what he now sells at 
$2. He would have to pay $3 for what is 
now sold to him at $2. The notion that such 
an arrangement would enable him to exchange 
his farm products for more of the things he 
wants to consume is unworthy of a common 
sense farmer, to say nothing of a “ states. 
man.“ 
Farmer Morton is old enough to re- 
member what a horrible pest the State wild- 
cat currency was, and. how it cursed the 
country for nearly thirty years before it 
was swept out of existence during the war. 
He ought to be sufficiently wise to know that 
like causes produce like effects, and that the 
mischiefs of a State bank currency would be 
all the greater nowon account of the im- 
mense broadening of commerce between the 
different States since the war closed. He 
would bean incorrigible Bourbon were it 
not for the fact that while he * learns noth.

Unless Mayor Harrison changes his mind 
before 7 o’clock this evening the places of 
Messrs. McLaren, Cameron, and Gunderson 
on the School Board are likely to be taken by 
Messts.

Through such appointments the Mayor will 
justify to a great extent the charges made that 
in school matters at least he is under the 
thumb of Messrs Halle and Stern and their 
faddist combination of professional foreign- 
ers. Messrs. McLaren and Cameron are un- 
questionably the most capable among the 
seven school inspectors whose terms have ex- 
pired. Mr. Harrison admits this. Yet they 
have togo, while a mediocrity like Halle, who 
has done nothing for education, and who has 
done much to impair the efficiensy of the 
schools while adding to them expensiveness, 
has been retained. Mr. Harrison can give no 
satisfactory explanation for his course in this 
matter, 

It is true that Mr. Halle, though affecting 
to be a Republican, supported Mr. Harrison 
at the recent municipal election. But Mr. 
Cameron has been for years a consistent polit- 
ieal supporter of the Mayor. Why is Cameron 
rejected while Halle is preferred? Is it de- 
cause Cameron had the courage to attack 
grave abuses—such as the teaching of a for- 
eign language in the primary grades, and the 
neédless waste of the pupils’ time and the 
people's money in an attempt to give instruc. 


tion in calisthenics to American children 


through the medium of teachers who cannot 
talk a sentence of the language of America 
correctly. It will not be lost sight of in this 
connection that every school inspector who

PASSAGE OF THE SILVER LAW. 

The letter from Congressman J. H. Walker 
of Massachusetts, published in another col- 
umn, is one of the most valuable contribu- 
tions that have been made to the current dis- 
cussion of the silver question. It gives in suf- 
ficient detail the history of the Sherman act 
of July 14, 1890, showing why it was drafted, 
and the opinions of those who offered it as a 
means of staving off what they believed would 
have been the far greater evil of free coinage. 
Mr. Walker was one of those men, and there- 
fore is authority on the subject. He says he 
and his colleagues, Senator Sherman and 
Representative Conger, believed then what 
allof us know now, that the silver law of 
1890 would make the issue of today what it 
is—namely: a struggle to repeal the purchase 
clause of that law. But for that action he 
believed the country would now be in the 
throes of the most desperate and exciting finan- 
cial crisis the world ever saw in an effort to re- 
peal a free silver coinage law. 

Perhaps the most interesting portion of the 
letter is that which gives the language of 
Senator Jones of Nevada (a member of the 
committee which framed the bili). He said: 
“Tf you will consent to buy four and a half 
million ounces of silver a month it will surely 
do the work and bring the commercial price 
of silver up to 81.29 perounce. Four mill- 
ion will not do it, but four and a half surely 
will.” During the discussions in the confer- 
ence committee Mr. Jones, for himself and 
the others who favored free coinage, declared 
that this was the final experiment to bring the 
commercial price of silver up to $1.293¢ per 


ounce, or to the coinage ratio of sixteen to 


one. And Mr. Walker adds: “We under- 
stood that we had a promise that all struggles 
for free coinage upon the part of all but a few 
extremists would be abandoned if that was not 
the effect of the bill.“ Mr. Walker stated in 
committee his conviction that within two 
years the price would go down lower than ever 
before known, and Jones “ scouted the ide 
as showing a thorough waut of information

The Mayor seems to think that the author- 
ity of Congress is all that is necessary. He 
forgets that the proposed Harrison Island 
would lie within the boundaries and jurisdic- 
tion of the State of Illinois and that ite Legis- 
lature would have to be consulted. While 
the consent of the General Government would 
be required, the State, which is the owner of 
the submerged land, would also have to give 
its approval. It would take a long time to 
get the consent of the two governments, 

While the Mayor says that he has been as- 
sured by Gen. Fitz-Simons that if he had the 
authority he could raise the money and do all 
the things mentioned above, it is more than 
likely that, even if the authority were ob- 
tained, the syndicate would not materialize. 
Of course, it is possible to build such an 
island. Give a good engineer money enough 
and there is nothing which he will not do. 
But whether the island is economically possi- 
ble is quite another matter. Mere shore fill 
ing and protection is by ao means inexpensive 
work, and to make an artificial island in the 
deep water seven miles out, where i* would 
have to be fortified and buttressed with stone 
to resist the waves and the ice, would bea 
very costly job, especially if the persons in- 
terested also footed the bills for the extension 
of the old tunnels four miles farther out, ig- 
norant as they are whether they would be run 
through clay or stone. 

Revenue would be derivéd from the island 
only during the summer season. A residence 
there in winter would be desirable only for 
hermits or persons who were in training for 
North Pole expeditions. The receipts would 
not be sufficient to pay more than a nominal 
rate of interest at most on the money in- 
vested, and syndicates are not formed with 
that reward in view. | 

Therefore, pleasing as it would be to see off 
the harbor mouth a Harrison or Chicago 
island, with heavy guns mounted on it, pro- 
tecting this city against the incursions of a 
Dominion fleet, it is to be feared that the 
vision will not be realized, and that the only 
way in which the city can get its old tunnels 
extended out where the water is always pure 
will be by paying for it itself. If the Council 
waits till the General and State Governments 
have given to a syndicate permission to go 
into the island-building business their chil- 
dren will not be likely to see the tunnels 
pushed lakeward. It will not do to wait for 
the island. The only safe policy is to com- 
mence the work of extension as soon as the 
state of the water fund permits of it, 


Tun visible supply of tina month ago was 


50 per cent greater than a year previously, 


and the increase was mostly in the United 
States. At the beginning of June the stocks 
in first hands in this coumtry * increased close 
to 5,000 tons, or about three months’ con- 
sumption, and it is estimated that the fmpor- 
tations of June have brought the total up to a 
six months supply. In other words, there is a 
glut of tin. The reason therefor is the fact 
that the duty of four cents per pound on im- 
ports of foreign tin, imposed by the McKinley 
act, went into effect the beginning of this 
month, and importers have loaded up in an. 
ticipation of the change. It is stated that this 
effort to get ahead of the tariff has nearly 
broken the trade, as holders have found it ex- 
tremely difficult to carry the accumulation 
through a stringent money market. For this 
reason prices have declined heavily, the re- 
sulting losses to holders being estimated at 
not far from $2,500,000, where they had 
looked for a substantial gain. Straits tin sold 
at 21 cents and upward per pound in the New 
York market last March. Now it is selling at 
19 cents or less, and there is no prospect that 
the tin mines in this country will be opened 
up, if there are any, of which grave 
doubts are expressed by persons who 
are in a position to know. It is 
not probable the men who are now suffer. 


ing from misplaced confidence in tin will ap- 


peal to the government to help then: out by 
purchasing the product, but they have just as 
gooda right to ask for that kind of assistance 
as have the silver miners. 


Ir was suggested recently that the unusual 
drought experienced in Western Europe this 
spring and summer may be due toa change in 
the course of the gulf stream, which is popu- 
larly supposed to be the source of extra 
warmth and moisture to the Atlantic shores of 
that continent, This view of the case is not 
credited at the hydrographic office of the 
Navy Department at Washington. There it 
is thought more probable that the severe 
drought arises from an exceptional scarcity of 
icebergs in the North Atlantic thus far this 
season. It is reported that at the close of 
April the sea off the coast of Nova Scotia was 
almost free of ice, and that during May only 
fifty-five icebergs were sighted, as against 
ninety for the same period last year. From 
this abnormal lack of ice there is a marked 
difference in temperature in the middle and 
eastern part of the North Atlantic Ocean, 
with a corresponding effect upon the climate 
of Europe. Accordingly there is reason to ex- 
pect the ensuing summer will be very similar 
to that of last year, the weather being drier 
and warmer, with a warmer maximum in the 
middle or late summer. The Washington 
people call attention to the fact that some 
physicists have raised the question whether or 
not the gulf stream exerts any influence upon 
the climate of Europe, the current being thin 

‘after leaving the banks of Newfoundland. But 

to this it may be replied that it is difficult to 
assign any other reason for the great differ- 
ences in temperature for equal latitudes on 
opposite sides of the Atlantic. i

THE WIDEST RIVER IN THE WORLD. 


The Rio de la Plata, Whose Banks Are 
125 Miles Apart. 

Were it not for a decided difference in the 
color of the water you would never know 
when the Atlantic is left and the Rio de la 
Plata entered, says a writer to the Philadel- 
phia Record. The high-rolling, whitecapped 
billows are the same, and no land is visible, 
for the great river which James 
Diaz de Solis discovered is 125 miles 
wide at its mouth, though with an 
average depth of only fifty feet. Sebastian 
Cabot, who arrived in the year 1520, soon 
after the natives had murdered poor Don 
Solis, dubbed it River of Silver, not on ac- 
count of its color, which might have won 
for it the more appropriate name of Golden 
River or Rivér of Chocolate, but because 

wrested quantities of silver 
Indians who swarmed its 
banks, and naturally imagined that an 
abundance of precious metal remained in the 
vicinity. In point of fact the terms Argen- 
tina and Rio dela Plata (both meaning the 
same thing with reference to silver) are 
misnomers, for no metals of any sort, precious 
or otherwise, are found along the banks 
of the mighty stream, or anywhere near 
it, and the scanty argentiferous de- 
posits in the hills of the interior have never 
been worked. The Indians aforesaid es 
ably obtained the silver which so excited Span- 
ish cupidity from Peru and, Bolivia, by some 
rimitive system of internal commerce 
nown only to themselves. To this day met- 
als do not figure in the exports of the adja- 
cent countries—Uruguay, r Ar- 
gentina, but such prosaic articles as ides and

GREAT WHALE AND ITS MANEUVERS. 


How a Piucky Captain Lost a Valuable 
Prize One Day. 


New York Tribune: It was not much to 
look at. Just an ordinary whaling schooner 
from New Bedford. Fifty years ago it would 
have attracted little attention, but in these 
days a wh iler ig not often seen in the harbor 
of New York. The old salts chuckled when 


they saw it yesterday afternoon lying off Clif- 
ton, Staten Island. It was badly battered by 
the storm off’ Hatteras; it had lost a boat or 
two; some of the davits were gone; and it was 
soaked with whale oil from stem to stern and 
redolent with the odors of stale blubber. Its 
decks did not shine like the top of a well 
scoured kitchen table ang its sails were yellow 
and dingy. 

For overa year the Charles H. Hodgdon 
had sailed the seas in search of whales, and 
had it not been for bad luck and squalls she 
would still be patrolling the Hatteras cruising 
grounds instead of lying off Clifton for re- 

She reached here yesterday morning. 
Hodgdon was not so pretty asa Columbia 
caravel or as picturesque asa Viking shi , 
r part of the people of N w 
York she much of a curiosity. There 
was a whaling schooner at quarantine about 
six years That is ancient history, though.

Last Monday it captured a whale and lost 
him. It was in latitude 37 and longitude 
72.9. Early that morning the man at the 
masthead saw a big black whale well out of 
the water and sending up a bubbling fountain 
of spray. There was a scrambling about on 
deck. The men rubbed the sleep out of their 
eyes and swung the big whaleboats from the 
davits. That whale was a oy Rane fellow 
and made a fuss over * 2 yet 
before 9 a. m. the crew had along- 
side. They were preparing to fasten him se- 
curely when, at 11 a. m., a tremendous squall 
from the south-southeast swept down upon 
them. The of the big whale thumped 
and bumped nst the sides of the schooner. 
The little vessel quivered in every timber, yet 
it rode the waves, and the whale kept up 
alongside. 

The Captain was determined to save that 
oleaginous leviathan. The creature was good 
for seventy-five barrels of oil any day in the 
week.
